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‘What happened that day 
will stay with us forever’ 

Neighbours tell of massive gas explosion in the house next door and how they tried 
desperately, but in vain, to rescue the young man who was trapped inside

A DAD has described the terrifying moment 
he and his neighbours tried to burst inside a 
burning house after an explosion which 
claimed the life of a young man. 

Dean Smith, 25, was inside his home in 
Kingsmead Avenue, Littleport, with his wife, 
Rebecca, 26, and their three children, when 
their neighbour’s semi-detached house 
became engulfed in flames in a suspected 
gas explosion. 

The inferno, which happened at around 
11.50am on Sunday, claimed the life of a 
young man, who neighbours say was called 
Toby and aged in his late 20s or early 30s. It is 
believed his girlfriend, named by locals as 
Lucy, was out at the time. 

An investigation into the fire, which has 
destroyed the entire house, is ongoing but 
police confirmed on Monday morning that 
Toby’s body was found inside the property. 

Speaking to Ely News, Dean has described 
the moments his family were forced to flee 
their home - and when he and his neighbours 
tried to get inside to see if Toby or Lucy were 
inside. 

Unemployed Dean, his wife, and their three 
children, Destiny, 5, Jaidyn, 2, and Roman, 
aged 4-months, have also been left homeless 
as the flames spread into their house. 

Dean said: “I saw Toby at around 10am that 
morning. He was out in his garden. I think he 
might have been a carpenter as he was always 
doing woodwork out there, he spent a lot of 
time outside. He seemed a really nice, polite 
guy. 

“I was out in the garden that morning with 
faidyn and Destiny, and Rebecca was inside 
on the sofa with Roman. 

“I came into the kitchen to make them some 
lunch and the kids followed me inside when 
all of a sudden there was an almighty bang. It 
was so, so loud. The kids started screaming 
and were covering their ears. 




“Our whole house then started to shake. 
The TV, all the units - everything was shak¬ 
ing. With that next door’s conservatory 
exploded and all the glass came flying into 
our garden. That’s when the smoke started to 
pour out. It was thick and black. 

“Rebecca and I grabbed the kids and ran 
out the front door and across the road to get 
to a safe place. The front bedroom window of 
next door then exploded and the glass flew 
out across the road. It was really scary.” 

Dean said: “Neighbours started to run out 
and one neighbour switched off all our gas 
supplies. Another neighbour picked up a rock 
and smashed the glass in the front door but 
the smoke just poured out. It was so thick. 


“Some of us then ran to the side gate and 
kicked it down to try and get in through the 
back but there was just no way of getting in. 
The fire was so intense and the roof had col¬ 
lapsed. We did everything we could to try 
and get in but physically couldn’t.” 

The Smiths are living with family in 
Littleport while the council works to re¬ 
house them. 

Dean said: “It’s awful to know that a young 
man has lost his life like this and even if our 
house was habitable we’d still never move 
back there. What happened that day will stay 
with us forever. 

“Our children have been really affected. 
They can’t sleep and every time they hear a

loud noise they are scared. 

“We lost the majority of our clothes, the 
children’s clothes and toys in the fire and 
we’d like to thank everyone for their support. 
People have brought us suitcases full of 
clothes and toys - it’s been overwhelming.” 

Other neighbours described the fire as “like 
something on a film” and specialist fire 
investigators and police have remained at 
the property throughout the week as the 
investigation into the cause of the fire con¬ 
tinues. 

At the time Ely News went to print, Toby’s 
body was yet to be formally identified by 
police, however police confirmed that his 
next-of-kin had been informed.

Toy car starts fire 
in family’s home 


A FAMILY has been left homeless 
after a remote control toy car 
caused a devastating fire inside 
their house. 

Peter and Debbie Vince, from 
Ely, were in their garden enjoying 
a barbecue with their children 
and friends when the blaze broke 
out in one of the bedrooms. 

The cause of the fire, which has 
left their entire home in The 
Vineyards uninhabitable, was a 
battery-powered remote control 
toy car which was underneath a 
sofa bed. 

The couple say they are devas¬ 
tated but “extremely lucky” that 
neither they nor their three chil¬ 
dren, two of whom are registered 
disabled, were inside at the time. 

The couple and their step-son 
Jack Harmsworth, 22, and sons 
Liam, 13, and Bobby, 9, both of

whom are disabled, are now hav¬ 
ing to live with family and friends 
until their home is safe to live in. 

Debbie said: “We’re all devas¬ 
tated but I can’t help but feel 
extremely lucky too. 

“If the fire had broken out in the 
night when we were all asleep 
then it could have been a com¬ 
pletely different story. 

“It’s unbelievable to think that a 
battery-powered toy car can start 
such a serious fire but it did and 
it’s scary how quickly fires 
spread. 

“The whole house is smoke- 
logged and we’re having to stay 
with family and friends until eve¬ 
rything’s been sorted.” 

The fire broke out at around 


6.30pm on Saturday and fire¬ 
fighters spent almost three hours 
tackling the flames. 

A spokeswoman for 
Cambridgeshire Fire and Rescue 
Service confirmed that the toy 
car was the cause of the fire. 

Debbie and her husband are 
urging people to make sure that 
they have smoke alarms in their 
homes - and that they are work¬ 
ing properly. 

She said: “It was our fire alarm 
which alerted us to the fire and if 
we hadn’t had been alerted so 
soon I dread to think what the 
consequences could have been.”

A MAN was hospitalised 
after he was kicked by a 
cow at a farm in Ely.

the cow.

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HGV driver 
in court 
over fatal 
collision 

A LORRY driver has 
appeared in court 
charged with causing 
the death of a man 
by careless driving. 

Anthony Rowlands, 
32, of Martin Close, 
Soham, was driving a 
white Ford Escort 
van which collided 
with a white Volvo 
lorry on the morning 
of January 3. 

The tragic accident 
happened on the 
B1102 Station Road in 
Fordham to the west 
of the A142. 

Mr Rowlands, a 
father-of-one, 
became trapped in 
his vehicle and was 
pronounced dead at 
the scene. 

The lorry, which 
was carrying bales of 
straw, was being 
driven by Dean 
Griffin, 25, of 
Barnstaple, North 
Devon, who was 
uninjured in the 
accident. 

On Wednesday, 
Griffin appeared at 
Cambridge Crown 
Court charged with 
causing death by 
careless driving. 

No indication of 
plea was entered and 
the case was 
adjourned. 

Griffin will next 
appear at crown 
court on October 25. 

He was released on 
conditional bail. 

The accident 
happened at Chalk 
Farm at around 
7.15am.

Drugs den home 
to remain shut 


A CLOSURE order on a 
drugs den in Ely has 
been extended to allow 
the landlord to refur¬ 
bish the property. 

The Premises Closure 
Order on the home in 
West Fen Road was due 
to run out on 
Wednesday (August 
14), but an application 
to extend it until 
September 30 has now 
been granted. 

As previously report¬ 
ed, the house was 
closed down in May 
after it had become a 
focal point for drug 
users. 

Neighbours com¬ 
plained of all-night 
parties and a raft of 
anti-social behaviour 
at the property includ¬ 
ing violence, littering 
and people visiting 
throughout the day 
and night. 

A three-month clo¬ 
sure order was granted 
on May 15. 


The landlord has 
since arranged for the 
tenancy to be termi¬ 
nated on September 30 
and has supported the 
closure extension 
application by police 
and East 

Cambridgeshire 
District Council at 
Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court. 

The court ruled that 
the owner will be 
allowed access to 
restore the property 
prior to September 30. 

Any other trespassers 
will face arrest. 

Inspector Paul 
Ormerod, who is based 
in Ely, said: “I’m 
pleased that the owner 
has co-operated so 
positively in dealing 
decisively with the ten¬ 
ant who was breaking 
the law, and is now 
taking steps to improve 
the house in West Fen 
Road so that the area 
benefits.” 


Cause of straw 
stack fire unknown 


AROUND 50 tonnes of 
straw went up in flames 
after a stack caught fire. 

Firefighters were 
called to the blaze in 
Low Bank, Mepal, at 
around 5.55pm on 
Monday and arrived to 
find the straw stack well 
alight. 

It was located close to 
a field of standing crops 
and fire crews from 
Sutton and Chatteris 
successfully managed 
to prevent the flames 
from spreading using 
water from a nearby 
open water source. 

Approximately 50 
tonnes of straw were 
destroyed in the blaze, 
which took more than 
three hours to fully 
extinguish. 

Cambridgeshire Fire 
and Rescue Service says 
there is no evidence 
that the fire was started 
deliberately and that its 
cause is unknown. 

It comes just weeks 


YEARS spent helping his 
cows give birth came in 
handy for a cattle farmer 
who had to deliver his 
wife’s baby in the back of 
his 4x4. 

Rare breed cattle farmer 
Jonny Fuller says he “sim¬ 
ply went into action mode” 
when his wife, Tamsind 
Duffety-Fuller, went into 
labour while on route to 
the Rosie Hospital in 
Cambridge. 

38-year-old Tamsind’s 
contractions were so 
strong that Jonny, 35, was 
forced to pull over and 
help deliver the baby in the 
nearest available place - 
the car park outside 
Homebase in Newmarket. 

Less than half an hour 
later, the couple were cra¬ 
dling their newborn baby, 
Robert Stephen, in the 
back seat of Jonny’s blue 
truck. Jonny, whose family 
run Spinney Abbey Farm 
in Wicken, said: “Tamsind 
didn’t tell me she was hav¬ 
ing contractions until 
around 11am that morning 
so I thought right we’d bet¬ 
ter get her to the hospital. 

“I called the Rosie to tell 
them we’d be driving over 
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there and off we went in 
the truck. 

“We got to Newmarket 
and Tasmind all of a sud¬ 
den shouted at me to stop 
the truck there and then. It 
was obvious Robert was in 
a hurry to get out. 

“I panicked a bit and just 
looked around for the 
nearest place to stop so I 
pulled into the car park at 
Homebase. 

“I called an ambulance 
and told them where we 
were but things were really 
happening quickly so I 
simply went into action 
mode. 

“I chucked everything off 
the back seats of the truck, 
got Tamsind comfortable 
in the back and by the time 
I’d done that little Robert’s 
head was out. 

“A police car arrived 
before the ambulance did 
and I have a horrible feel¬ 
ing that somebody thought 
I was up to no good with a 
woman and called police. 
There were quite a few 
people around. 

“The policeman came 


over but stopped dead in 
his tracks when he saw 
what was going on and 
asked if an ambulance was 
on its way. 

“Literally within min¬ 
utes, Robert was out and 
the ambulance then 
arrived. I cut his cord and 
then we all went off to the 
Rosie for a check-up. 
Tamsind and Robert were 
both allowed home that 
night.” 

Jonny, who is also a cider 
maker, said: “I definitely 
think being a farmer helps 
in circumstances like this. 
I’m used to seeing things 
like that so although I was 
obviously a bit panicked I 
was strangely quite relaxed 
too. 

“Tamsind was brilliant 
and took it like a pro, and 
as for Robert, well he’s 
good as gold. 

“Every time I think about 
it I can’t help but chuckle 
to myself and it certainly 
puts a smile on my face. I 
must say the ambulance 
service were fantastic and 
we’d like to thank them, 
not that they had to do too 
much with delivering 
Robert.” 


after Cambridgeshire 
Police launched a spe¬ 
cial operation in a bid to 
crack down on straw 
stack fires. 

Officers are working 
with Cambridgeshire 
Fire and Rescue Service 
and Cambridgeshire 
Countryside Watch to 
launch Operation 
Armitage. 

In 2009/10 there were 
31 straw stack fires in 
the county. In 2010/11 
that figure dropped to 
21 and in 2011/12 it 
dropped to 15. In 
2012/13 there were a 
total of 12 stack fires. 

Pc Robin Smith said: 
“These fires cost busi¬ 
nesses thousands of 
pounds and also cause 
huge disruption to rural 
communities and 
motorists. Any informa¬ 
tion regarding suspi¬ 
cious activity around 
straw stacks should be 
reported to police by 
calling 101.

THE parents of Ely crash victim 
Jack Ure collected his A-level 
results last Thursday and said 
they couldn’t be more proud of 
their late son. 

Jack, 18, was killed in a horrific 
three-vehicle car accident at the 
bridge in Sandhill, Littleport, on 
June 20 this year. 

The popular Ely College Sixth- 
Form student had finished his 
final A-level exam just hours 
before the accident happened. 

Last Thursday, Jack’s parents, 
Tony and Emma, and sister, 
Lucy, who live in Pymoor, col¬ 
lected his exam results from the 
school. 

Tony said: “As a family, we sup¬ 
ported Jack in his A-levels as we 
knew they were very hard to 
completely commit to because 
he had so much more in his life 
going on such as work, sports, 
family, and just generally having 
a good time. 

“He completed his first year 
full of distraction at Long Road 
Sixth-Form College and then 
came back to what we consid¬ 
ered a very understanding and 
supportive college in Ely. 

“Jack achieved an A in 
Economics, a B in Business 


Studies and a D in his Maths first 
year re-take. 

“If Jack was here today it would 
most certainly have been a day 
of emphatic celebration. 

“It would be impossible for us 
to be any prouder than we are 
already but seeing the results 
gave us something to smile 
about for a moment.” 

Speaking yesterday, one of 
Jack’s best friends, Courtney 
Pettifor, 18, said his death has 
had a “massive impact” on Ely 
College Sixth-Form. 

Courtney, from Littleport and 


who was crowned last year’s BBC 
Young Unsung Sports Hero of 
the Year award, achieved a 
Distinction in his BTEC Sport 
triple award and a C in AS Maths, 
and hopes to take up a place at 
Twickenham University study¬ 
ing Sports Science. 

He said: “I’m really pleased 
with how I’ve done but obviously 
I’m sad Jack can’t be here with us 
to pick up his results. 

“His death has had a massive 
impact on the sixth-form and 
it’ll never be the same without 
him.” 


Joy for Leukaemia survivor, Ian 



WHEN Ian Cousins was a little 
boy there was a chance that he 
might not survive. 

Ian, from Ely, was diagnosed with 
Leukaemia when he was just 
7-years-old. 

A pupil at Ely St Mary’s Junior 
School at the time, he had to 
undergo gruelling treatment, but, 
being a born fighter, he survived, 
and three years later he was able 
to stop taking his medication. 

On Thursday, Ian, a student at 
Ely College Sixth-Form, picked up 
his A-level results and discovered 
he had achieved an impressive 
three A*s in Maths, Further Maths 
and Physics, topping these off 
with an A in Chemistry. 

He is now going to study 
Physics and Theoretical Physics 


at the University of Manchester. 

Ian, 18, said: “I’m over the 
moon with my results to be 
honest. I got pretty average 
GCSEs and decided I really 
wanted to work hard to get good 
A-levels. By the looks of my 
results all the hard work and 
revision has certainly paid off. 

“I did have Leukaemia as a 
child and it was certainly touch 
and go for a while but I don’t like 
to look back at that too much. 

“A lot of people are shocked 
when they hear what I’m going to 
be studying at university but I 
love the sciences. 

“I’m not sure what I want to do 
in the future but I’m hoping to 
study a PhD in Physics 
Research.”

that finds itself struggling to balance its books. 
Conservative candidates at previous elections 
have evangelised at how good they would be in 
introducing best business practice to the 
Council’s operations, but what have their 
endeavours resulted in? At best it has been 
meaningless rhetoric but at worst, over the 
past few years of Tory rule has resulted in cuts 
to the level of services provided. 

Many will remember the “Root and Branch” 
review announced by former leader Fred 
Brown in 2009, which saw cuts and 8 council 
staff made redundant after his administration 
ran into difficulties. The plastics recycling was 
terminated, and grants to partnership 
organisations like CAB, Dial-a-Ride and ADeC 
were slashed or wiped out. 

Yet with a sense of deja vu, here we go again... 
the current Tory administration embarking on 
yet another “Root and Branch” review of 
council services, in which Mrs Every believes 
there are still ‘heavy overheads’ where savings 
can be made. 

Every council is required by legislation to 
provide mandatory services for the public 
benefit together with others considered non¬ 
mandatory.

Can you help me? 

PROTESTERS against the proposed part- 
demolition and massive extension of 
Croylands, the former Vicarage of Holy Trinity 
parish, Ely, have described the house as 
belonging to the ‘Queen Anne Revival’. This is 
not an architectural movement familiar to 
many of us. As a member of the Ely Society’s 
‘Planning’ sub-committee, which regularly 
comments on planning-applications, I wish I 
knew more about it. I can only think that 
Croylands was an outlying example of the 
flurry of late 19 century architectural 
innovation seen at Newnham College, 
Cambridge and in the residential roads around 
it. Can anyone confirm my suspicion that it is 
by the same architect as Tyndale House in 
Selwyn Gardens, which strikes me as very 
similar in design? Can anyone supply 
photographs of the interior of Croylands, old or 
recent? I have anecdotal evidence that its 
large, ground-floor sitting room and original 
staircase are still unaltered. Can anyone 
confirm this? 

I am also gathering information about Holy 
Trinity Parish in connection with the history 
of St Peter’s, Broad Street, which plans to 
commemorate its 125th anniversary next year. 
The Vicar of Holy Trinity was the person to 
whom spiritual oversight of this mission 
church was assigned in its Trust Deed. I would 
be interested to know whether the Croylands 
building was built before or after St Peter’s, 
and also who the first vicar was who occupied 
it. Perhaps readers of your newspaper may be 
able to supply answers to some of these 
questions.

Ikirbines 
planned 
for farm 
near Ely 

TWO wind turbines could be 
erected at a farm near Ely. 

The owners of Red Hill Farm 
in Cambridge Road, Stretham, 
already have one wind turbine 
on their land but they want to 
replace it with two new ones. 

The proposed new turbines 
are 75m high to their hub with 
blades 54m in diameter. 

In a statement to East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council, the applicant’s agents 
said: “Technology has 
progressed significantly in the 
last four years and with the 
knowledge gained from his 
current ownership, the farmer 
feels that he is able to make a 
considered decision with what 
type or turbine would work 
better now and far into the 
future.” 

If the new turbines are 
approved, the current lOkw 
turbine will be removed. 

The applicants are also 
proposing to offer 5 per cent 
of the turbines’ annual income 
to Stretham Parish Council.

Man sentenced 
after emaciated 
horse rescued

A LIVERY yard operator has been 
sentenced after one of the horses 
in his care was found emaciated 
and close to collapse. 

Officers from World Horse 
Welfare (WHW) found thorough¬ 
bred mare Galaxy in a weak, 
malnourished and dehydrated 
state at Barcham Stables, near 
Soham, earlier this year. 
Concerned members of the pub¬ 
lic called the charity and officers 
seized the mare. 

Michael Hammond, of Lester 
Piggott Way, Newmarket, was 
sentenced at Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court last Thursday 
after pleading guilty to causing 
unnecessary suffering. 

Hammond, who described 
himself in court as an “assistant 
racehorse trainer”, was ordered 
to pay £1,000 costs to WHW and 
to complete 40 hours of unpaid 
work. 

He had pleaded guilty by letter 
but magistrates deemed the 
offence so serious his presence 
was required at court. 

Galaxy’s owner, Heidi Challis, 
of Queensway, Soham, also 
pleaded guilty but the court 
accepted she had played a lesser 
role. She received a £70 fine and 
was ordered to pay the charity 
£470 in costs. 

A member of the public called 
WHW to Barcham Stables in 
fanuary over concerns that some 
of the horses were very thin, 
facko fackson, one of the chari¬ 
ty’s field officers, found one 
horse in a very poor condition. 

On a subsequent visit, accom¬ 
panied by Trading Standards, 
improvement notices were 
issued on 10 horses, and WHW 


also offered to have three horses 
signed over into its care. The 
offer was refused. 

On February 28 a member of 
the public told the charity a horse 
on the premises had collapsed. 

Mr fackson said: “When I was 
able to reach the site Galaxy was 
standing but it was clear that she 
was within days of dying and had 
given up on her battle for life. We 
removed her from the site and to 
safety under Section 4 of the 
Animal Welfare Act. She was 
brought to our Hall Farm Rescue 
and Rehoming Centre, Norfolk, 
for immediate care.” 

Galaxy’s condition has 
improved and it is hoped that 
once her rehabilitation is com¬ 
plete she can go on to find a lov¬ 
ing new home. 

WHW said it was told Mr 
Hammond has subsequently 
been evicted from Barcham 
Stables.

But Mr fackson said: “I am dis¬ 
appointed, however, that Mr 
Hammond has not received any 
sort of ban from keeping or car¬ 
ing for horses. 

“For someone who was suppos¬ 
edly rehabilitating ex-racehorses 
like Galaxy, it beggars belief that 
a horse in his care could get into 
such a state, particularly as we 
had offered help and advice.” 

After the judgement Mr 
Hammond told the News : “This 
horse had food, water, bedding 
and pain relief at all times. 

“Galaxy was not neglected but 
became ill - subsequently 
revealed to be a salmonella 
infection. There is a difference 
between neglect and illness. My 
error was in not calling the vet 
out earlier. 

“It is not true that I was evicted 
from Barcham Stables. I gave 
notice several months after the 
above events because I could no 
longer continue supporting the 
yard and the horses within it, 
when so little money was coming 
in. Many of my owners support¬ 
ed me with excellent references 
in Court, testifying to the excel¬ 
lent care I gave their horses over 
many years.”

IF you’re out and about in Ely you might 
recognise Korky. 

The cute six-month-old Labrador/ 
Golden Retriever puppy is in training to 
be a guide dog and is learning all his 
commands and gaining his experiences 
in the Ely area. 

Korky lives with Michelle Taylor and 
her family in Mepal, who are classed as 
'puppy walkers’ for the Guide Dogs char¬ 
ity. 

It is their responsibility to provide 
Korky with full-time care, education and 
training from the tender age of seven- 
weeks right through until he is approxi¬ 
mately 14-months-old, when he will 
then be returned to the charity to begin 
his formal guide dog training.

“My understanding 
was that he was stand¬ 
ing down in the next 
election because he 
wanted to retire and yet 
now we hear he has 
become chairman of a 
big dairy co-operative.

Huw Jones, Labour 
parliamentary candi¬ 


date for South East 
Cambridgeshire, 
added: “Which is Jim 
Paice putting first - 
millk or his constitu¬ 
ents? South East Cambs 
should expect their MP 
to be representing them 
and their country not 
anyone else.” 

Speaking last week 
about his new role, the 
former Farming and 
Food Minister said: 
“Having worked for a 
farmer-owned business 
before I became an MP, 
and from being minis¬ 
ter, I have always 
believed that farmers 
should work together to 
influence their own 
destiny.” 

Brian Finnerty, a 
spokesman for National 
Farmers Union East 
Anglia, said Mr Paice 
would be “excellent” for 
First Milk.

Practice for Contractual 
relations and worked to 
reduce the UKs trade 
deficit. 

“This background 
makes him an excellent 
fit within a farmer 
owned dairy business 
looking to a sustaina¬ 
ble, profitable future for 
its members.” 

Mr Paice said he is 
“completely commit¬ 
ted” to his constituents 
and that the position 
with First Milk is only 
for one day a week. 

He said: “I would 
never have accepted it if 
I felt that it would 
impinge on my ability 
to continue to be the 
good constituency MP 
that I hope I am. 

“This position will 
take up only a fraction 
of the time that my pre¬ 
vious ministerial posi¬ 
tion did.”

Nigel fights off 
cancer to set up 
his own business 


A CANCER survivor has fulfilled 
his dreams of starting up his 
own gardening business. 

Nigel Gregory, 50, was diag¬ 
nosed with cancer last August 
after doctors discovered three 
tumours on his bladder. 

But after having the tumours 
removed, the father-of-four, who 
lives with his partner, Paula 
Jones in Ely, is now in remission. 

Realising how short life is, 
green-fingered Nigel, of St John’s 
Road, has also left behind his 
career in sales and set up his 
own business, Nigel’s Garden 
Maintenance. 

He said: “Having cancer is pret¬ 
ty scary although I am a 
Christian and my religion really 
helped me through it.

gardening maintenance busi¬ 
ness. I’ve always loved garden¬ 
ing, it’s in my genes. 

“Things are going really well 
and I’ve got more than 20 cus¬ 
tomers now so I couldn’t be hap¬ 
pier.”

New children’s 
nursery to open 


A CHARITY which provides 
grants for young people in 
East Cambridgeshire has 
launched its own website. 

The Bishop Benjamin 
Laney’s Charity, based in Ely, 
hopes the new website will 
enable it to help reach a wider 
audience and make the grant 
application process quicker 
and easier. 

The charity was set up in 
1674 following the death of 
Bishop Laney. 

It was his wish from his last 
testament that the rent and 
other income from his estates 
were used each year to assist 
the residents primarily of the 
parishes of Ely and Soham. 

Today, the charity provides 
educational and vocational 
grants to young people in Ely 
and Soham. 

The website has been 
designed so that young people 
can quickly and easily navi¬ 
gate to access information 
about the grants and down¬ 


load the necessary application 
forms. 

Richard Tyler, the charity’s 
secretary, said: “The internet 
is the first place most young 
people turn to research the 
help and support they can 
receive for their career and 
education, so developing a 
website was an essential step 
for us. 

“We have launched the web¬ 
site in time to capture this 
year’s school leavers who are 
either looking to get an appren¬ 
ticeship or to go to university, 
so any interested candidates 
should visit the website to 
learn whether they potentially 
qualify for a grant.” 

Bishop Laney was Bishop of 
Ely in 1667 and is buried in the 
South Aisle of Ely Cathedral. 

All decisions on payment of 
grants are made by six trus¬ 
tees, collectively, who meet at 
least five times a year.

A NEW children’s soft play centre 
is on its way to Soham thanks to 
a decision made by planners. 

It was in June that East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
received plans for an indoor 
children’s soft play centre to 
open on the small industrial park 
in Mill Corner. 

Rebecca Hubbard, from 
Haddenham, applied to launch 
the facility at the unit that was 
formerly Bean Thinking Ltd. 

Her application has now been 
approved by the council’s 
planners. 

In a statement to planners, the 
applicant’s agents said: “It is 
considered that the proposal 
would allow for the use of the 
premises as a children’s indoor 
soft plan centre given the overall 
intentions of the policy, and the 
more recent National Planning 
Policy Framework (NPPF). 

“There is a fitness centre which 
has recently opened close to the 
site which is also a community 
use. In addition to this, the 


proposed operation would 
provide a number of jobs. 

“Given that the existing unit has 
been vacant for more than 12 
months, and that the NPPF 
encourages local planning 
authorities not to stifle 
opportunities for small 
businesses, it is felt that the 
proposed use is acceptable. 

“It will also provide jobs and a 
community facility for the 
surrounding area and will thus 
enhance the diversity of activity 
in the mixed use area and 
contribute to its regeneration.” 
The centre will be allowed to 
open from 10am-5.30pm Monday 
to Saturday and from 10am-4pm 
on Sundays and public holidays.

ACCORDING to a recent 
report by the Organisation 
for Economic Co-operation 
and Development, the gap 
between rich and poor in 
industrialised nations is ac¬ 
celerating. 

Fast-forward a century 
to the setting of Neill 
Blomkamp's Elysium and it 
seems highly plausible the 
wealth divide will be so vast 
that only the privileged few 
will entertain the possibility 
of colonising new worlds 
while the rest of us scrabble 
for scraps of comfort in the 
dirt of a dying planet. 

Blomkamp painted a 
bleak vision of the future in 
his superb debut, District 
9, set in the slums of 
Johannesburg. His follow-up 
is even more grim, imagining 
two distinct classes whose 
chances of survival are 
directly linked to their bank 
balance. 

The year is 2154. While 
most of the population lives 
in squalor on the surface of 
Earth, the wealthy inhabit a 
state-of-the-art space station 
called Elysium governed 
by President Patel (Faran 
Tahir) and his no-nonsense 



secretary of defence, 
Delacourt (Jodie Foster). She 
is charged with ensuring that 
refugee ships from Earth do 
not land on Elysium to take 
advantage of medical bays 
installed in every home. 

Back in the slums on terra 
firma, factory worker Max 
DeCosta (Matt Damon) 
grafts long hours for meagre 
pay. When he is involved 
in an industrial accident 
resulting in exposure to 
dangerous levels of radiation, 
he knows his only hope is to 
breach Elysium's defences so 
he can access a medical bay 
and banish the cancer that is 
ravaging his system. 

Local criminal Spider 
(Wagner Moura) agrees 
to help if Max will help to 
steal secrets from the mind 
of John Carlyle (William 
Fichtner), chief executive of 


the corporation responsible 
for constructing Elysium. 

A deal is struck and Max is 
fitted with an exoskeleton, 
hardwired into his brain, 
to bolster his strength and 
allow a data download from 
Carlyle's mind. 

However, the path to 
Elysium is littered with 
obstacles, not least 
Delacourt's favourite 
contract killer - a sadistic 
mercenary called Kruger

COMING back recently from a break in the 
beautiful region of Tuscany, Italy, where fields of 
bright sunflowers contrast with green rolling hills, 
vineyards and postcard-perfect farmhouses, I felt 
pretty depressed - until I looked into my garden, 
and saw a riot of colour in my late-summer 
border. 

If you plant carefully, you 
too could return from holiday 
to find exciting hues of vibrant 
reds, burnt oranges and 
sizzling yellows intermingled 
with wafting ornamental 
grasses, front-of-border 
sedums and palm-sized lily 
blooms in the perennial border. 

In my own garden, repeat 
plantings of clumps of bright 
red crocosmia 'Lucifer', whose 
sword-like leaves and spikes 
of flowers provide both colour 
and architectural value, stand alongside burnt 
orange Helenium 'Moerheim Beauty', providing a 
dazzling clash of colours, the daisy-like flowers of 
the heleniums sometimes lasting into autumn. 

Other great late-summer perennials include 
rudbeckias, also known as coneflowers because 
their showy, yellow petals hang down, making the 
dark central cone prominent. 


The daisy-like flowers are attractive to bees and 
the plants, whose heights range from 60cm (2ft) 
to 180cm (6ft) depending on variety, suit most 
border situations, although taller varieties may 
need staking. 

I am also a great fan of sedums in the flower 
border, extending seasonal 
interest well into the autumn. 
They are fairly low-growing 
so do well at the front of the 
border and are long lasting, 
their pale green, succulent 
foliage appearing in spring 
and early summer followed by 
flowers in late summer in shades 
of pink, red and yellow. 

Sedums are also known as 
ice plants because if you touch 
them on a warm day the leaves 
feel cool. 

Add a touch of elegance to 
your border with kaffir lilies, which again will look 
fine at the front of a border but need a sheltered, 
sunny spot. 

They are hardy in most areas, but in colder 
regions make sure you cover them with a thick 
winter mulch or grow them in a pot under glass. 
Pink-flowered varieties complement silver foliage 
plants well. 


I have a deep purple buddleia which has just 
come into flower at the back of the border and 
whose blooms again contrast well with the 
oranges and red hues of late summer. If you give 
this colourful shrub a good prune in spring it will 
come back stronger than ever year after year - 
mine grows to more than 3m (10ft) in a season, 
producing rich deep purple blooms through to 
autumn. 

Of course, no late summer garden would 
be complete without at least a smattering of 
dahlias, which were once perceived as vulgar 
but have now become more accepted among 
many gardeners who plant striking deep coloured 


varieties such as the dark red D. 'Kenora 
Macop-B' alongside ornamental grasses such as 
Stipa gigantea. 

I haven't even mentioned the many huge lilies 
which are now in full flower in the garden, or the 
feathery astilbes which will brighten up a moist, 
lightly shaded spot in late summer, or the vivid 
blue agapanthus 'Headbourne Hybrids' which 
look fabulous in pots throughout August and 
September. 

For me, late summer can provide a wealth of 
sizzling colour which can at times overshadow 
some of those flowers which flourished in our so- 
called 'flaming' June.

MERCEDES has unveiled 
the brand new GLA, the 
company’s first challenger 
in the compact SUV sector. 

With two-wheel drive 
options and surprising effi¬ 
ciency, thanks in part to 
excellent aerodynamics, the 
GLA is built more obviously 
for the road than any prior 
Mercedes G-series car. 

At around 4.4 metres long, 
1.8 metres wide (excluding 
mirrors) and 1.5 metres 
high, the GLA has a pur¬ 
poseful, muscular stance 
that will sit well with buyers 
looking for a compact SUV 
with a little more visual 
impact than many of the 
current options. 

It has the safety features to 
back up its looks, with an 
extremely complex stability 
control system able to coun¬ 
ter-steer in the event of 
oversteer, emergency brak¬ 
ing, hard acceleration, 
cross-winds and road cam¬ 
ber. 

The option of four-wheel 
drive refers to a new on- 
demand system that sends 
more power to the rear 
wheels only when needed. 
It’s lighter than permanent 


four-wheel drive systems 
and allows for greater effi¬ 
ciency at the cost of outright 
off-road capability; some¬ 
thing few, if any, GLA own¬ 
ers will need. 

Four engines will initially 
be available, starting with a 
turbocharged 1.6-litre pet¬ 
rol GLA 200 with 154bhp, 
rising through a 2.0-litre, 
208bhp turbo petrol to a 
pair of 2.1-litre diesels with 
134bhp and 168bhp. 

The 2.0-litre petrol prom¬ 
ises to be the most flexible 
and fastest, passing 62mph 
in 6.5 seconds thanks to a 
torque output as high as the 
more potent diesel’s, but 
over an even broader rev 
range. 

Fuel economy hunters 
should seek out the 134bhp 
GLA 200 CDI, which accord¬ 
ing to official tests can man¬ 
age 65mpg on the combined 
cycle in conjunction with 
just 114g/km, although 
these are provisional fig¬ 
ures. 

Final UK spec and pricing 
is yet to be confirmed, how¬ 
ever, and it could be 2014 
before the model arrives on 
these shores.

Joy for record-breaking Rudkin 


TEENAGE scull sensation Toby 
Rudkin continued his winning streak 
at the Peterborough Summer Regatta 
this weekend, smashing two records 
and competing in an adult category. 

Up against 1,000 competitors from 
across the UK, the 17-year-old King’s 
Ely student was the fastest single scull¬ 
er for the whole weekend in all 
categories in both the 1,000m and 
500m events. 

Due to his success at the St Neots 
Regatta two weeks ago, the number of 
racing points he now holds meant that 
Toby had to be moved up into the adult 
Intermediate Level 1 category for 
Sunday’s 500m event. 

Not only did he win the 118 single 
scull 1,000m final on Saturday, beating 
a total of eight competitors from 
around the country, he also set a new 
course and event record by 9.4 seconds 
with a time of 3min 35sec. 

The previous record had stood since 
1990, six years before Toby was born. 

He then went on to win the 500m 
single scull in the adult IM1 category 
on Sunday in what was the closest race 
of the day. 

He won by just eight hundredths of a 
second, which helped him earn the 
course record for the IM1 category by 
two seconds with a winning time of 
1.39.8.

IT was a good weekend for both Chatteris teams as the 
firsts and seconds enjoyed success in their respective Mr 
Cricket CCA League divisions.

Apart from one half-century they struggled chasing the 
big total, being bowled out for 183, with Cunningham 
following up where he left off with the bat by snaring 4 for 
8 from four overs. 

Chatteris II had a good seven-wicket win at home 
against Cottenham II in Junior League, Division 2N. 

The visitors batted first and made 172 for 9, with Matty 
Hollis finishing with 3-31. 

Chatteris lost opener Karl Anderson early on, but Male 
Perry (35) and Hollis (71) steadied the ship, and Chatteris 
made it home with just three balls to spare. 

In Senior League, Division Two. City of Ely racked up a 
64-run victory away to Cottenham. 

Josh Sivier remained unbeaten on 79 as they were 
removed for 140, with Ryan Waldock (3 for 27) being the 
pick of the Cottenham bowlers. 

But that total proved to be more than enough as Duncan 
Fraser and Oliver Sellers wreaked havoc with the ball for 
Ely. 

Fraser ended with figures of 6 for 14 from 11.4 overs 
and Sellers picked up 4 for 16 from eight overs to leave 
their opponents all out for 76.
